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BENEFITS OF THE MILK ORDINANCE. 

Pure milk is paying handsome dividends in St. 
Louis, in the dual forms of better health for the 
public and cash returns to the dairy industry. Fred 
Shipley, Milk Market Administrator for the district, 
reports an increase of 7.3 pér cent in consumption of 
bottled milk here for last month as compared with 
November, 1937. At the same time, reports from 
136 markets over the country show an average de- 
crease of 1.56 per cent for the same period. For 
October, the figures are a 3.5 per cent gain in St. 
Louis and a 5 per cent loss over the country. 
When the ordinance of the United States Public 
Health Service was before the Board of Aldermen 
for adoption, milk producers and distributors protest- 
ed that its adoption would mean the ruin of their 
business. They have been happily disillusioned since 
the ordinance became fully effective last June 15. 
No better stimulus to milk consumption could be 
devised than the Grade A label, with its guarantee 
of approved purity and wholesomeness. The St. 
Louis experience should be a clinching argument in 
other communities in the St. Louis area which have 
not yet adopted this progressive measure.

Has Adolf Hitler's star reached its zenith, with a 
decline due in the next few months? His selection 
as Time’s “Man of the Year” for 1938 suggests that 
this happy turn of affairs may be in prospect.. Judg- 
ing from the fate of those who have been so honored 
in the past few years, it is a bad omen. 

Haile Selassie adorned Time’s front cover at the 


close of 1935, and the text inside described in glow-| 


ing terms his campaign to stand off Rome’s reviving 
Empire. A few months later the Conquering Lion 
of Judah was an humble refugee in London. 

In 1936, it was Mrs. Wallis Wartield Simpson who 
took the honors.

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TAKING RELIEF OUT OF POLITICS. 

Reports of abuses in the relief system through 
political interference have come from many sections. 
The growing revolt against these practices seem- 
ingly has been recognized at length by the White 
House. President Roosevelt, it is reported, is con- 
sidering creation of non-partisan boards in every 
county over the country. These boards would hear 
complaints of political discrimination and would be 
empowered to take any action required to provide a 
remedy. 

The plan is somewhat similar to that proposed a 
month ago by a group of Senators, including Burke 
of Nebraska and Bailey of North Carolina, both 
Democrats. Their proposal is to turn over relief ad- 
ministration to bi-partisan boards in every state, for 
the purpose of eliminating the partisan possibilities 
of the present one-party control. : 

Mr. Roosevelt favors retention of relief administra- 
tion by the Federal Government, while the Senate 
group would turn it over to the states. This dif- 
ference is the basis of a long-standing debate, but 
one of the pro-Goyernment arguments would be de- 
molished by the plan for non-partisan state boards. 

Whatever the outcome, it is reassuring to know 
that plans for taking politics out of relief are now 
receiving such serious consideration. The regrettable 
factor is that such steps were not taken long ago, 
before political machines in various regions got their 
clutches on the relief machinery and made party 
faithfulness a condition for getting on the rolls.
